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JUDGE JESSICA ZUCKER 


The Hon. Jessica Zucker, a Judge of the New York City Civil 
Court assigned to Kings County, died suddenly and unexpectedly on 
September 4, 1986. 

Judge Zucker was first elected to the Civil Court in November 
1977. She had served for almost 9 years at the time of her death 
and was renown as hardworking, energetic and dedicated to her 
work. Prior to her election she had been in private practice for 
many years in Brooklyn. 

Judge Zucker leaves behind her daughter, Mrs. Rise Press, her 
son, Mr. Neal Zucker, her grandchild, Simone Rachel Press, age 
5 months, and her sister, Mrs. Ruth Smithline. 


MAX SCHWARTZ 


Max Schwartz who had been a member of the Brooklyn Bar 
Association and a practicing attorney in Brooklyn since 1926, died 
in Miami Beach on September 2, 1986, at the age of 83 after a 
long illness. He received his LL.B. from New York University in 
1924 and LL.M, Summa Cum Laude, from Brooklyn Law School in 
1925. Recognized as an outstanding authority on bankruptcy and 
reorganization law, he participated in many important bankruptcy 
cases throughout the country, writing and lecturing extensively on 
that subject. From 1934 he was a partner of Duberstein & Schwartz 
in their Court Street offices with Samuel C. Duberstein until the 
latter’s appointment as Bankruptcy Judge. From 1952 he was a 
partner in Schwartz, Rudin & Duberstein with Conrad B. Duberstein 
and William J. Rudin until 1960 when the firm became Schwartz & 
Duberstein upon Mr. Rudin becoming a Bankruptcy Judge. From 
1970 upon merger of the firm with Otterbourgh, Steindler, Houston 
& Rosen, he was Special Council until 1981 when he retired shortly 
after Mr. Duberstein, who was also a member of the firm, went on 
the Bankruptcy Bench. He leaves surviving his wife Katherine, two 
daugthers and their families, and a sister.
